1* A partisan group operating in t he Lithuanian SSR has been named in honor of 

Captain K ^ who, together with his wife, was killed in 194S during a fight 

with the .Russians near Keltne (!)5~3SN, 22-56 e)p 


2, In April 1950, the K partisan group participated in an action in the 

triangular-shaped area between Saukenai (55-49N, 22-53E), Bazilionai ( 55-4BN,23-0SE) , 
and Tytuvenai (55-36N, 23~12E)« The group was assisted by the partisan group 
from Saukenai. Partisans participating in this action numbered 110; the Russian 

forces were three times as strong. The K_ group was disposed a s- follows; 

nine men on the edge of the Saukenai forest, seven men near Bazilionai, and the 
remainder in the vicinity of Tjrtuvenai. The fight vias won by the partisans, who 
had almost no losses. After the fight, the groups had to separate and hide in their 
bunkers, since in just a few days the area of the action was surrounded by a vrhole 
regiment of Russians. * 
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3* In the fall of 1950, the K group was unexpectedly attacked by about 200 

Russians. At this time the group consisted of 2S men. Nine Russians were 

killed, two were captured, and the rest were put to flight. Only two partisans 
were, wounded. During the fight, the partisans burned 1? Russian cars and 
captured 12 machine guns, 32 rifles, and other booty. The following week the 
Russians tried to attack the group again, but the partisans withdrew from Bazil- 
ionai to Pakape , (55-47N( . 23 -17E) and T v ruliai (55-44N, 23-14E). Since spring 1951
